A. negro was killed on Blanch 
kcklett's place near Ekron. The 
bse the negro was living in was 
ordwn down and his family was at 
the mercy of the storm. The baby 
was blown out in the yard and 
when Mr. Shacklett picked him 
up, he was asleep. 

George Brown's house at Kirk 
was blown down and Mrs. Brown 
suffered a broken arm. A wall 
blew in on the bed where she and 
the baby were lying, but only the 
mother was injured. Her arm 
had to be amputated. One child 
was blown in a straw stack near 
the house. Mr. Brown's house 



was on J, K. Monarch's place. 
Several barns in the neighborhood 
were blown down and off the 
foundation. 

At Harned .las. McCoy's tobacco 
barn, Milt D.ivis'tobacco and feed 
barn were destroyed One horse 
belonging to Davis, was killed: 
two died Sunday night and an- 
other is expected to die from in- 
juries. The tobacco and feed barn 
of Homer Alexander's wa* blown 
down. His house was blown off 
its foundation. 

The tobacco barn of Clint Davis' 
was blown off its foundation. 
Luther Bruington's tobacco barn 
was blown over and all his fenc- 
ing blown down. The barn on 
Charlie Beard's place, near We4 
View, was blown down and roof 
off the dwelling. 

At Garfield Ike McGubbin's 
dwelling and barn were blown 
down. Gid Horsley's barn, filled 
with tobacco, was blown down and 
one of his horses killed. Mrs. 
Lillian Brunei 's arm wus broken. 
Miner Compton's three barns till- 
ed with tobacco, were blown down 
and the tobacco was badly damag- 
ed.

MEMORIAL AT H0DGENSV1LLE 

William Howard Taft, President of United States, 
Delivers Principal Address--True Story of the 
Rail Splitter is Retold— Tributes Paid by Uncle 
Sam's Greatest Living Orators. 



I'nrler xonibre clouds, which threat 
med all day to DOW forth a heavy rain, 
a crowd, rather disappointing in num- 
bers, witnessed yesterday, at the Lin- 
coln Farm the formal dedication of the 
Lincoln Memorial Bail. The building 
is a very beautiful one of white granite 
erected 01 a knoll upon which once 
stood the cabin in which Abraham Lin- 
coln was born It contains now the 
log cabin in which the great War Presi- 
dent first the light of day. 

Ilodgenville was gaylv decorated in 
j flags anil bunting iu honor of the oc- 
|ca»ionand many hundred vehicles of 
everv description were on hand to 
•Ctrry tne people from the town to the 
I Farm, more than half of which failed to 
find passengers. The crowd, roughly 
estimated, did not exceed 2,»HK) while 
10,000 Rt eeted President Roosevelt when 
he was present at the corner stone lay- 
ing. A beautifully decorated stand 
located near the Memorial Hall was the 
center of attraction from which the 
speeches were made.

Their Floating Illustrates a 
Property of Water. 

Many wimple experiments show that 
the Hiirfiu-e or water DtMNMMM u prop 
erty which en uses It to resist the pus- 
snge of bodies either from nliove or be 
low. This Is true not only of soupy 
water, but of the cleanest and purest 
water as well. A sheet of tine gauze 
tends to float because, its weight be 
lug widely distributed, each of the nu 
melons Kcparnte wires ia resisted by 
the surface tllm so that the water can 
not readily puss through the meshes. 

Insects uud pluuts utilize this fact 
In many Interesting wuya. Some 
water plants whose leaves float on 
the waler have u very simple con 
tlivniice to keep the upper surfaces Hi 
the leaves dry. This consist* of a 
great numU'r of niiniile bairn covering 
l lie tops of the leaves. Wuter eaunot 
penetrate iiinonu these lialrx even 
when the leaves are forced down la* 
neath the surface. 

The little rafts ot eggA that guilts 
set uffoat on the wuter are kept from 
sinking and from being upset through 
this same principle. The tluy eggs 
have their |h>1iiih all upward, and tbe.v 
are glued together so closely that, 
while there Is open space all around 
the |Kj|nt of euch egg. yet the width of 
these spaces |„ so slight that water 
cannot readily puss through.

Fatalities to Trespassers 

on American Railroads 



The number of live* lost in wars to- 
day, with fighting continually going on 
in some corner of the world, is nothing 
as compared with the annual record of 
fatalities due to trespassing on Amer 
lean railroads. Ignorance or careless- 
ness on the part of the trespasser is 
responsible for most of this. The rail- 
roads are bending every effort to cut 
down the awful toll of death by posting 

tlgns and maintaining police patrol, 
ut they will never be completely suc- 
cessful without the co-operation of the 
general public. 

Kvery densely populated industrial 
center near a railroad is a death center 
The working classes in crowded dil 
tricts, and tramps, furnish the majority 
of victims, Railroads sav people must 
be taught to have more resptct for 
their lives and safety. 

With education of this kind in view, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad is prepar- 
ing pamphlets in eight or nine- langua- 
ges. These will be distributed in 
schools with instructions to the pupils 
to take them into their homes. The 
Board of Education of the State of 
Pennsylvania lias promised its aid. The 
assistance of clergymen has been solic- 
ited, and from hundreds of pulpits the 
danger of trespassing has been preach- 
ed. From the good roads trains run 
through rural districts, and in the farm- 
ers' granges the warning has been 
sounded 



I As a result of the education move- 
i ment and a vigorous campaign against 
tramps, the number of persons killed 
while trespassing on the Pennsylvania 
i Railroad's property in violation of the 
law, has been gradually reduced from 
887 in 1905 to 58."> in I9IO. and the num - 
I ber of injured has fallen from 794 to 
582 in the same time. To put these 
I figures in another way; in l^OI the 
(railroad was killing trespassers at the 
rate of three a day for live months of 
the year.and two a day for the remain 
ing seven months, while in I9IO the 
number sacrificed had decreased to two 
a day for seven months and one a day 1 
for the other five. Railroads are per- | 
haps the greatest sufferers from the 
trauip evil, and they are willing to do 
all in their power to stamp it out, but { 
this cannot be accomplished until the t 
citizen realizes the seriousness ot the 
malter and takes his part in the cam 
paign. 

I'ntil this country follows the le;.d 
of Kurope in the matter of legislation 
to check vagrancy there :an be 10 
satisfactory cure for the evil, but If 
the small communities would punish 
offenders, instead of passing them 
along, it would be greatly ameliorated, 
liy doing this, and by aiding Jthc rail 
roads in their campaign tu educate the 
public against trespassing, more loss of 
life will be averted than by establish- 
ing world peace.

The harvestinf of the big second crop 
of potatoes in Jefferson county is now 
being rushed in order to get the crop 
out before unfavorable weather begins. 
The crop is larger than any previous 
second crop ever produced according 
to th jse who keep in touch with the 
situation, 'and is larger than this year's 
Brst > rop. More than .10,000 barrels of 
seed were planted for the second crop 
this year. Three barrels are about 
the average planted to the acre, so 
that the area planted was about 10.000 
acres. Figuring 100 bushels to the 
acre, a conservative estimate, the crop 
will aggregate 1,000,000 bushels, the 
major portion of which are Cobbler, 
Carmen and other white varieties. 
The crop will be sold principally for 
seed purposes. — Farmers Home Journal
